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PATRIOT 
AND ERIN, DIES 


BY JOHN KELLEY. 

Col. Ricard O’Sullivan Burke, widely 
known in political and Irish circles, 
died yesterday at his residence, 6311 
Paulina street. We was 84 years 
old. 

Before his retirement in 1917, Col. 
Burke had been an employé of the 
city for thirty years. Most of the time 
he was in the city engineer's depart- 
ment, 


Came to United States in 1857. 

Col. Burke was born in County Cork, 
Ireland, in 1838—“ the year before the 
big wind,” as he often spoke of the 
date. He came to the United States in 
1857 and when war broke out between 
the north and south he joined the 
union army. He was soon made a cap-| 
tain of engineers and at one time was 
attached to Gen. Grant’s headquarters 
at Petersburg, Va. At the first battle 
of Bull Run he was color bearer of the 
15th New York light infantry. At the 
close of the war he was mustered ag 
with the rank of cplonel. * 

Soon afterward he came to Chitago 
and made this city his home ever since. 
He entered the service of the city in 
1887, having charge of the water pipe 
extension. 


Worked for Irish Freedom. 


Col. Burke was one of the leaders 
among the agitators of freedom for 
Ireland. Having served five years in 
an English prison for the part he 
played in the rescue of Col. Kelly and 
Capt. Deasy in 1867, the colonel was 
recognized by all Irishmen in America 
as a true patriot. 

The rescue of Kelly and Deasy, from 
which followed execution of those who 
are known to every Irishman as “ the 
Manchester martyrs,” was one of the 
boldest exploits in English history. 

Kelly and Deasy were natives of

Without going into the new technique of pro- 
fessionalized crime, We may take the automobile as 
a physical symbol of his enterprise, which covers 
also a highly &..cloped system of evasion in the 
legal field.

The question we ask is this: Has not our system 
of defense from crime failed to progress correspond- 
ingly? While the criminal has steadily improved 
in tactics, technique and equipment, have not our 
methods of apprehension, prosecution and punish- 
ment remained in a past generation? 

There are several phases of this subject which 
deserve attention, but we would take one of the 
least considered outside of the deliberation of spe- 
cialists. Whatever the defects of law enforcement 


justice which has inadequate terminal facilities is 
as unsatisfactory as a railroad without a depot. 
We ask therefore are our forensic methods what 
they should be under modern conditions of criminal 
enterprise? “Does the system that has grown up 
under the influence of a sometimes excessive or 
misapplied regard for individual security do its 
work effectively nowadays, or has it worked out a 
sort of paradox under which the law breaking indi- 
vidual is protected at the expense of the law abid- 
ing? That surely is respect for individual liberty 
gone wrong. 

Isn't it time to strengthen the hands of the judicia! 
representative of law and social security? Isn’t it 
time to fortify discipline in courts and invigorate 
the whole process of trial and conviction? Our 
tendency, for example, has been to make a judge 
no more than a passive umpire in a duel between 
the law and the lawless. We forget that he repre- 
sents us all and should have power to defend the 
interest of society in the maintenance of law. As 
it is he sits inactive while legal duelists wrangle 
over venires and over the points of the game. Jury 
boxes are filled with palpably unfit. Issues are per- 
verted and confused. The judge, trained to discrim- 
inate, learned in the law, better qualified in every 


way than the average layman to shape the course : 


of justice to the ends of justice, feels almost help- 
less to interpose for the protection either of society 
or the endangered individual. 


Isn't it time to reconsider this subject in the light 
of our experience and the alarming conditions 
which have grown up in this state? In places 
where our system does not prevail, criminality 
does not flourish as it does with us. That is worth 
serious note. Where judges dominate in court or at 
least are free to use their superior equipment to 
prevent interminable and unjustifiable delays and 
adroit perversions of the process of justice, society” 
achieves protection and crime does not make a 
mock of the law. | 

Fortunately it is a tradition of Anglo-Saxon juris- 
prudence that it modifies itself by judicial construc- 
tion to keep abreast with the times. 

We think judges could venture to use more influ- 
ence in court. We believe public opinion and public 
necessities require a tightening up of criminal proc- 
ess, a greater assertiveness on the part of trial 
judges.

SCHOOLROOM RIVALRY. 

EDITH LOWRY, working in 
Mississippi, devised a method of 
getting the physical defects of 
school children corrected in schools 
where it was not possible to employ a 
school nurse. 2 
Essentially, the plan was one to bring 
to bear the sentiment of the school chil- 
dren on the child needing attention, so 
that he, in turn, would keep after his 
parents until the reparative work was 
done. 

In other words, the laboring with the 
parents which the school nurse ordinarily 
does Dr. Lowry has the pupil do. 

It is worked in this way: Two charts 
are posted on the wall of the school- 
One is the defect chart ; the other 
the nutrition chart. The names of the 
pupils are written on these charts. The 
health records are shown by stars pasted 
opposite the name of the child. 

gold star means perfect, accord- 
ing to the standard set. A red star 
means a defect; a blue star means a 


| defect that has been corrected ; two gold 
stars in front of the name means that 
a child has a defect that cannot be 
corrected. 


The standards are low and easily at- 
tainable. The itéms are: 

Eyes—[a] Vision normal or corrected 
by glasses. [b] No evidence of disease 
or inflammation. 

Ears—[a] Hearing normal. [b] No 
evidence of disease or inflammation. 

Nose—[a] No adenoids. [b] No other 
obstruction. 

Throat—{a] No diseased or enlarged 
tonsils. [b] No evidence of disease or 
inflammation. ~ 

Mouth—[a] No unfilled cavities in teeth. 
[b]’ Teeth clean, showing evidence of 
daily care. [c] Gums healthy. 

Skin—[a] No eruption. [b] Scalp clean. 
Free from scales. [c] Scalp free from 
lice. 

Chest—[a] No evidence of disease or 
inflammation of lungs. [b] Chest ex- 
pansion of at least two inches. - 

Vaccination—Good scar or certificate 
of recent vaccination for smallpox. 

Nutrition—[a] Weight normal within 
10 per cent. [b] Negative hookworm re- 
port. .c] No enlarged spleen (malaria). 

Height is taken at the beginning and 
again at the end of the-school year. 

Weight is taken monthly. 


Publicly posted tables show the aver- 
age weights and heights for boys and for 
girls of different ages, and the expected 
gains in each. 

The record in each of these particu- 
lars, as determined by the school in- 
spector and the teachers, is displayed 
on the wall in sight of the pupils.

DRUG HABIT DANGERS. | 

M. S. writes: “ Do you object to @ sug- 
gestion from a layman? I don’t want to 
seem: presumptuous, but I do want to 
make two suggestions. 

“ Several times I have noticed in your 
column queries from people asking if 
veronal is dangerous to take, or liable to 
form a drug habit. It seems to me you 
did not stress enough the danger of this 
drug. One very dear to me died a few 

_months ago from veronal poisoning, the 
doctors said, which had been taken over 
a period of several months (after mor- 
phine had been discontinued) to induce 
sleep and soothe pain racked nerves. 

“Z note an inquiry from ‘S. &.,’ who 
is evidently in a pitiful condition. You 
tell him he is a neurasthenic and what 
won't help him, bat do not suggest 
thing that might help him. If he wants 
to get well bad enough and has ‘ gump- 
tion’ enough to stick everiastingly to it 
and at it, I feel confident he could im- 
prove his condition very much and prob- 
ably cure himself entirely, if he will 
adopt a strict physical culture régime. 

“ T know it has worked in cases almost 
as bad as his, and similar to his. It 
would probably be best for him to enroll 
with one of the trainers, and thus have 
his efforts directed by an expert, at least 


at first.”

vice of his attorney, Frank Walsh, re- 
cently withdrew from tMe hearings of the 
United States labor board. The reason 
given for this withdrawal was that the 
labor board, dealing with the subject of 
railroad wages, was willing to hear evi- 
dence regarding the financial ability of 
the employer to pay the wages. 

Mr, Jewell, speaking through Mr. 
Walsh, claimed that the sole question 
Was this: “What is a reasonable 
wage?’ and that this has nothing to do 
with the ability of the employer to pay, 
so far as the labor board is concerned. 
In the case:.of a farm hand, or a fam- 
ily servant, or a gardener in private em- 
ployment, the ability to pay is always 
nt. We are always saying. “I 
cannot afford to pay such wages,” or 
“my income is too small to allow me to 
pay that salary,”’ and for that reason 
alone we may discharge a cook or other 
employé, and it is a good reason. 

But we do not permit railroad com- 
panies to discharge employés because 
they demand high wages, whether they 
are able to pay or not able to pay. We 
compel them to keep their employés, and 
instead of allowing them to say what 
they are willing to pay, or can afford to 
pay, we force them to submit the whole 
question to the labor board. If the 
labor board wil! not inquire whether the 
railroad company can afford to pay such 
wages, who is going to do it? If the rail- 
road company may not take care of it- 
self, who is going to take care of it? It 
would be wrong to deprive them) of all 
voice in fixing wages, and of power of

New York, May 11.—[Special.]—The 
transit commission program,for new 
subway building calling for an outlay 
of approximately $218,000,000 for con- 
struction and nearly $100,000,000 for 
equipment was made public today. By 
far the most important construction 
plan since the dual system was agreed 
upon in 1913, the additional lines pro- 
posed will provide 52.55 miles of sub- 
way with 84.20 miles of track. 

It is estimated that at least five 
years will be required to finish the ma- 
jor part of the work, while certain seC- 
tions probably will take longer. 

A tube between Brooklyn and Staten 
island, as well as another tunnel con- 
necting lower New York with Broolg- 
lyn, are features of the project.

Citizen Has Right to Protest. — 
“In thé first place, is it not time 
that we recognize the right of any 
citizen who did not and does not be- 
lieve in constitutional prohibition to 
say so, and in public if he wants to? 
Surely it is competent for any citizen 
to speak, work, and do everything con- 
sistent with the law and to have a 
law amended or rescinded. 

“Prohibition of drink does not in- 
volve the prohibition of the liberty of 
expressing one’s opinion. The public 
expression of such opinion may be 
thought by some to be a waste of good 
voice material or a loss of time, but 
one of the corner stones of American 
liberty is the right to talk, provided 
it is not such seditious talk as to lead 
to seditious action. 

Should Support Law. 

“ Jealousy for the practical integrity 
of the constitution was what led many 
citizens to oppose this amendment, The 
fact is, however, that the constitu. 
tional amendment ‘stands: and it has 
been carried through by the same con- 


erties. Every loyal citizen is bound to 
stand by it; and in my judgment every 
loyal citizen is bound to support such 
state laws as will insure its enforce- 
ment. 

** Beyond thie plain duty as citizens, 
what reasons have we to be confident 
that this great experiment will «uc. 
ceed, and that the whole of the Amer- 
ican people will in time agree that the 
prohbiition of intoxicating drink is, 
with all its limitations of persona! lib- 
erty, worth while? 


Liquor’s Effect on Efficiency. 

“ First, and most obviously, the com- 
petition in Industry and of tMmdustria! 
‘nations with other industrial nations 
is going to be very keen, and the peo- 
ples which waste most in brains, physi- 
cal strength, and character, will «go 
to the wall first. Every employer of 
labor knows that the men who drink 
are in the long run less efficient than 
those who do not drink. 

“Experjence in the army and navy 
proves it in endurance and fighting 
tests. The directors of railroads, mines 
and factories, the officers of banks and 
business enterprises know this. 


Questions to Employers. 

“How then are those directors and 
officers who drink cocktails or whisky 
and White Rock going to answer the 
question of the men in their employ. 
‘Why is not that which is bad for our 
efficiency just as bad for your efficien- 
cy’? ‘Are your brains made of dif. 
ferent stuff from ours’? ‘Have not 


i we who work for the corporation for

pect of you clear heads, alertness, and 
the capacity to meet the strain of re- 
sponsibility as you have of us’? 

“ The plai npeople who have invested 
their earnings in the corporation are 
also asking these questions, and they 
have got to be answered. 


Lessons of Experience. 

“This principle of industrial efi- 
ciency is of course based upon laws 
or habits of nations revealed to us in 
the last fifty years by science. Men 
who drank two generations ago felt 
stimulated, and aithough they had 
their reactions and headaches, they as- 
sumed that they werd better workers 
and fighters. 

“They did not know. Every intelll- 
gent man today knows, or may know 
that for even moderate drinkers the 
curve, be it ever so slight, is never 
upwards, always downwards. And 

rther, the reactions affect the judg- 

nt, the intellectual perspective and 
the power to discriminate between 
right and wrong, the very foundation 
of character. 
Why England Watches Us. 

“We in these days believe in the 
inerrancy of facts which science, v7hen 
it has tested them out, brings us; and 
we know that these facts bring results 
as sure as fate. The nation which 
completely stops drinking intoxicating 
liquors has thrown off one of the heav- 
jest weights in the race of industrial

And 
whether you or I of any other citizen 
likes it or not, it is the plain duty of 
every citizen of this country to respect 
and obey the law. 

“He who is an anarchist opens the 
door to anarchy at any and every 
point; and men and women who own 


property have more to fear from law- | 
lessnesas than those who do not. Citi-: 


zens who are law abiding and public 
spirited in every way except this will 
do well to consider what influence their 
example in law breaking has upon 
their sons and the younger generation. 


Quotes Bar Association. 


* I cannot forbear quoting the warn- 
ing of the judicial section of the Ameri- 
can Bar association, speaking for all 
the judges to the American people. 

“*Reverence for law and enforce- 
ment of law depend mainly upon 
the ideals and customs of those 
who occupy the vantage ground 
of life in business and _ society. 
The people of the United States, 
by solemn constitutional and statu- 
tory enactment, have undertaken to 
suppress the age long evil of the liquor 
traffic. When, for the gratification 
of their appetites, or the promotion of
